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Continuation of 3. NOTE: There is no disclosure in the originally filed specification of using a laser beam with a wavelength of 150 nm to 
280 nm with an average power of at least about 10W. Please note that page 10, lines 11-17 of the specification specifically discloses an 
ND:YAG laser that produces pulses with average power up to 3.5 W at 266 nm. There is support for up to 10 W at 355nm and above 10 
W at 532 nm and 1064 nm. Further search would be required to see if the 10 W at about 150nm to about 280 nm is known in the prior art 
for laser ablation of bioological material/food . 
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
